The annual ratepayers’ meeting was held Friday night in the Council 
chambers. The attendance was very small, only about sixty people being 
present, and there was no tendency shown at any time to criticize the work of

ne enol the Piette opened (Mayor Collison took the chair, with Commis- 
sioner Stephenson acting as Secretary. The Mayor invited all members of 
the Council and School Board, Secretary Pamely of the School Board, Prin- 
cipal Locke, and H. G. Stone, chairman of the Health Board, to the platform. 

The Mayor submitted his reportasfollows: 


THE MAYOR’S REPORT 


To the Ratepayers of the City of Red Deer: 


Ladies and Gentlemen: 

The year 1923 will be remembered by the people of the city and 
province as a most remarkable one. Disappointing in some respects, 
and most gratifying in other respects; gratifying in that the district and 
province has harvested the finest crop on record; disappointing that 
the results of the crop have not as yet had much effect on the finan- 
cial conditions, and also that it has not had a greater effect on the 
disquiet and desire of change that has seemed to attack us during the 
post-war period. 

FINANCES: 

The financial condition of the city has been greatly strengthen- 
ed during the last year. The collection of taxes, remarkable as it 
may seem in this year of financial stress, has been the greatest up to 
the present in the history of the municipality. Up to the end of the 
first period of discount, $60,280.91 was taken in; the second period 
brought it up to $63,024.88; the last one up to $72,226.21, The arrears 
brought in $13,827.74, which makes a total of $86,053.95. The over- 
draft of last year has been paid off. The overdraft of this year will 
be ay low and perhaps much lower than any in the history of the 
city. Our banking relationship has been very pleasant and har- 
monious. The debenture debt has been reduced this year $16,762.92, 
principal repaid, and by $15,228.28, hospital debentures. Total reduc- 
tion of debenture debt, $31,991.29. The Treasury Bill debt has been 
reduced by $10,000.00, principal repaid. If we can keep our overdraft 
as low even as last year, the total debt reduction for the year will 
be well over $40,000. 

Taxes on the unimproved property unpaid at the end of this . 
year, but which should ‘be paid next year, will be more than enough 
to pay our carry-over at the end of the year, 

In 1924 the debenture coupons to be paid will be $1222.83 less, 
and our treasury bill interest will be $600.00 less than in 1923, 

We did not borrow anything from the Bank this year until the 
beginning of October. We paid in Bank interest last year $1719.87; 
we have paid so far this. year $1149.05. The interest for the balance 
of the year will be under $200.00. We have saved in the nelghbour- 
hood of $400.00 in bank interest. 

PUBLIC WORKS: 

The only new work undertaken was the extension of Kingsmill 
Avenue, and the bridge over Waskasoo Creek at this point, which will 
be built by our own men during the winter. We have continued to 
try and keep the streets and sidewalks in good repair without making 
any large expenditure. 


WATERWORKS: 


We undertook this year the cleaning out and renewal of the 
cinders in the intake wells. The screens were found to be in a fair 
state of repair, and with some changing about will last a few years 
yet. We endeavored to deal with the wells so as to overcome com- 
pletely the muddy water which we have in the summer, but did not suc- 
‘ceed as fully as we had wished. We have continued making new con- 

; nections until now there are over four hundred services. 
’ The pumps continue in good condition and give no trouble. 
’ We have had fewer leaks in the wooden pipes this year than in 
the years previous. 
POLICE DEPARTMENT: 

The sanitary condition of the town has earned the favourable 
commendation of the Provincial authorities. 

} We must admit that there has been considerable petty thieving 
} going on, but glad to say there has been no crime of a very serious 
d nature. 

FIRE DEPARTMENT: 


The only serious fire we had during the year was the one des 
troying the Alberta Pacific elevator. The preventative measures be- 
ing carried on by the Fire Chief and the citizens at large are apparent- 

a ly having good effect in the prevention of fires.

HOSPITAL: 


Last spring a Municipal Hospital District, comprising the area of 
the City of Red Deer, was formed; Red Deer was the first urban muni- 
cipality in Alberta to adopt this policy, and is today probably the only 
hospitat in Canada operating a hospital under legislation designed pri- 
marily for rural districts. 

Last yeur it cost the ratepayers of the city in taxes $8,532.77 
for the hospital, and they paid the same rates as outsiders for hospi- 
tal service. This year it cost the ratepayers in taxes $3329.59, and 
those taking advantage of the scheme by paying $6.00 or over in 
‘taxes obtained hospital services for $1.00 a day. 

Under the present policy and management, the hospital is 
self-supporting and will not likely again become a burden on the tax-

. past year, and with comparisons with former years. He had ‘prepared several 
$ charts and graphs showing the progress for a number of years of the city net 
assessment, the tax rate, the total debt, the seneral, public school and deben- 

lure expenditures, and the Proportion of expeuwditures for each branch. The 

Braphs covered each year from 1910 to 1922. The assessment was at its 
highest in 1912, and has shown a marked decrease each year since that time. 

In exact proportion as the net assessment has decreased the tax rate has 
risen. The total debt was at its highest jn 1916, and has shown a fradual 
reduction each year since that time. This year the reduction was over 
343,000.00, the greatest of any year in the city's history. Bxpenditures for the 
past yoar were: General, $42595.00; public school account, $33198.00; deben-

I wish to extend our grateful thanks 
to the citizens of Red Deer and district 
who so nobly responded to the call 
for toys and clothing. 

When you recall that very little 
advertising was done, but that on 
Friday last over 400 homes were 
called by telephone and the town 
was divided into ten districts with a 
car and driver and two boy scouts to 
each, it was wonderful. 

On Saturday last; bundles and toys 
soon came streaming in until the 
whole basement floor of the telephone 
office was covered. It was a pleasure 
to note the careful way in which a 
great number of the packages were 
arranged, the contents of which had 
been laundered, ironed and pressed, 
showing that the giver had taken a 
real interest in the work. It is esti- 
mated that over 2,000 articles were 
received, possibly the largest contri- 
bution for a worthy cause since the 
campaign for the Belgians during the 
war. 

Boots, shoes, moccasins and over- 
shoes appeared to predominate, with 
a goodly number of overcoats for both 
sexes, as well as a large quantity of 
wearing apparel for small children 
and those in their teens. 

Members and their wives met to the 
number of twenty-five or over Monday 
evening and packed boxes. This was 
all done systematically, taking the 
ages and the sex of the chilidren, whose 
names had already been handed in to 
the number of over forty, with the re-

Dear Sir: ; 

Want of space prevented me from 
dealing with the question of the 
waterworks agreement ‘between the 
city and the Western General Blectric 
Co., that no doubt will be of interest 
to citizens. 

In this agreement the Company 
agreed to furnish at their own Proper 
cost and charge gll the power herein- 

after mentioned to supply water for 
any and every other purpose contem- 
plated by this agreement, the Com- 
pany to receive 60% of the gross re- 
ceipts arising therefrom, also for each 
flre hydrant installed the sum of $50.00 
per annum. 

“The Corporation shall fix a sched- 
ule of rates for domestic and all othar 
purposes, which rates shall approxi- 
mate the rate charged from time to 
time for like services by either the 
elty of Calgary or the town of Edmon- 
ton.” 

“That the Corporation will from 
time to time, upon receiving the sanc- 
tion of the ratepayers as required by

There is no clause in this agreement 
giving the Company the right or pow- 
er of using the water pumped by the 
city’s pump, to operate the Company’s 

‘plant, without paying for the amount 
so used. 

Every other consumer of water 
which the Corporation pays the Com- 

; pany to pump into the mains has to 
pay according to the schedule of 
water rates the Company insisted the 
Corporation should fix about two 
years ago to approximate those charg- 
ed in Calgary, according to the terms 
of the agreement, and whilst thus in- 
sisting that other consumers should 
pay for all the water they consumed 
for all and every purpose, they them: 
selves have never paid the city a 
single cent for what they have used 
without any right to do so. 

The amount so used during all these 
years runs into millions of gallons, 
and to give citizens some idea of this. 
I append the results of a test made at 
the Camrose plant in March, 1922, by 
men whose competence is beyond 
question. 

The test was made with the aim of 
ascertaining the amount of water used 
and lasted from 2 to9 p.m. The boiler 
was of 150 hp. and the steam pres- 
sure 135 Ibs. per square inch. The 

!actual total water evaporated 48,250 

' Yds. in 7 hours, or roughly about 17,000 
galls. per day of 24 hours. 

The plant at Red Deer is using more 
than this, for it is a well established 
fact in steam engineering that more 
water {9 used in lower than higher pres- 
sure of steam, and there !s a difference 
of 25 tbs. per square Inch in the two 
plants, as the boilers at Red Deer are 
limited to 110 ths., and I think it is a 
conservative estimate to say that 20, 
000 gallons of water per day is being 
used, or about 7,000,000 gallons par 
year, and this in addition to the vast 
amount that must be used when the 
condenser is also in operation.

FAVOR GRADING 
DAIRY PRODUCTS 


Dairy Conference Belleves the Federal 
System Would Be of Benefit 


Discussion at the Dominion dairy 
conference centred upon the advisa- 
bility or otherwise of extending feder- 
al grading of dairy produce to include 
butter and cheese for domestic con- 
sumption, and in that way bring 
about a uniform standard which does 
not now exist. ~ 

While the concensus of opinion ap- 
parently favored federal grading for 
all butter and cheese, whether de- 
signed for export or otherwise, it 
was also felt that it would be a good 
idea to continue provincial grading 
for educational purposes. 

Replying to the question as to the 
advantages which Canadian butter and 
cheese would attain on the foreign 
market as a result of grading, J. A. 
Ruddick, federal dairy commissioner, 
declared that it had taken New Zeal- 
and a considerable time to educate 
foreign buyers in that respect, and 
that Canada must expect the same ex- 
perience. 

As time passed, Mr Ruddick ex- 
plained, buyers came to look upon 
the government grading of New Zeal- 
and butter and cheese as a guarantee 
of quality. Canada had been grading 
its dairy produce a comparatively 
short time, and he was sure that in 
time foreign buyers would be as ready 
to accept the mark of Canadian 
graders as they now were in the case 
of New Zealand.

During the 
12 months Canada imported United 
States commodities to the total value 
of $620,864,071 as compared to im- 
ports valued at $155,113,041 from the 
United Kingdom. The largest single

Such being 
a fact, the matter is nothing more or 
less than one of expediency. Freedom 
pf speech does not enter into the 
question.

The estimated value of reductions 
in western freight rates secured dur- 
ing the last three years {s placed at 
five or six million dollars. This gave 
the greatest encouragement to the 
shipping of Alberta grain westward, 
encouraged Alberta farmers to think 
there was a better day ahead and a 
lightening of the burden they bear at 
the present time to get their grain to 
the markets of the world, and as a 
result of these reductions Vancouver 
would probably be one of the greatest 
grain ports in the world. But no 
sooner does this idea prevail than all 
is changed by the Harbor Board of 
Vancouver advancing the tonnage 
rates from one cent to ten cents on 
shipping in the port. This, of course, 
must eventually come out of the pock- 
et of the western grain grower and a 
mighty protest is going up from pro- 
vincial authorities and from the peo- 
ple of Alberta against this injustice. 
If it is persisted in, then it may be 
necessary for the people to insist on 
the completion of the Hudson Bay 
route as the cheapest and best outlet 
for our surplus grain.

THE DOMESTIC SERVANT 
PROBLEM 


There has lately been published in 
Great Britain the report of the Com- 
mission which sat to enquire into the 
question of domestic servants. “The 
supply is far short of the demand in 
spite of unemployment and hard tim- 
es, and the Commission has tried to 
find the reason for this and to sug- 
gest remedies. Its proceedings while 


it Was sitting, aroused a_ certain 
amount of something not far from 
derision.

nesses they 
at times fur removed from 
everyday requirements, not 
common-sense. The report of the 
Commission has been rece:ved more 
favourably than was expected, though 


its suggestions do ‘not seem likely to 
help in solving the problem, These 
suggestions are various. They in- 
clude a recommendation for a scheme 
of unemployment insurance, pensions 
on retirement, and marriage dowries, 
this last being an entirely new idea, 
which will no doubt be welcomed with 
joy by irreverent humourists of all 
kinds. The Commission has, how- 
ever, laid its finger on the real heart 
of the problem when it suggests that 


the main reasons for the unpopularity | 


of domestic service are lack of inde- 
pendence and a certdin social stigma 
generally attaching to it. 

With us in Canada, and particularly 
in Western Canada, this problem is 
not of anything like such importance 
as in Great Britain owing to our 
simpler methods of life, but it does 
exist as all ladies at any rate know, 
and as the advertisement column, 
of our newspapers bear witness. The 
most interesting point of those sug 
gested by the Commission’s report is 
that referred to above—the social stig- 
ma believed to attach to domestic 
service. It is understandable how it 
exists in Great Britain and other 
older countries. It is a relic of the 
days when domestic servants were 
either slaves pure and simple or 
something very like it. The slang 
name for a general servant in Bug- 
land—“the slavey” is a serio-comic 
illustration of this. In the law re 
lating to domestic servants there 
still linger, or did till very recently, 
traces of this old slave status. if, 
however, this feeling. is understand- 
able in the old countries, it is not 
easily so in Canada. It may be ask- 
ed whether it exists at all. Is there 
a social stigma attaching to domestic 
service in Canada? Does it exist in 
Red Deer, for instance? Worthy peo- 
ple will, no doubt, hold up their hands 
in indignation at such a suggestion, 
and say that it is an insult even to 
hint atsucha thing. Their indignation 
is not impressive. Girls who have 
worked (first in stores and then as 
domestic servants, or vice versa, in 
our Western cities, will not pay much 
attention to these indignant protests, 
for they know by experience that the 
change ip their work brought with it 
a change, subtle perhaps, but absolute: 
ly beyond doubt, in their social stat- 
us. The speaker who at some im- 
proving assembly unctuously and pat- 
ronisingly addresses all those gather- 
ed before him or her as “my dear sis- 
ters,” is sometimes quite capable of 
resenting intensely one of the said sis- 
ters being present on equal terms ata 
private tea-party or dance if she is a 
domestic servant. Why? Why? 
When the majority of ladies among 
us do all their own household work 
unaided, why should the girls who are 
paid to help the minority of those 
ladies in such work, be treated as 
slightly inferior beings? Why should 
it be possible for some women in un- 
rebuked serenity to express surprise, 
not to say indignation, because some 
ladies invite their domestic servants to 
share their meals? There appears to 
be no other reason whatever than the 
ineradicable and vulgar snobbery of 
certain types of human nature, the 
innate instinct to trample on the 
weaker or less fortunate of our fel: 
low beings, and then proclaim’ the 
success of such trampling with shrill 
shrieks of triumph from the _ house- 
tops, or their modern equivalent, the 
bridge table. 


Well, it has been said that every 
sin has its own punishment, every 
folly its own retribution, and as 


long as there is tolerated among us 
this unworthy attitude towards an en- 
tirely honourable calling, so long will 
that calling be recrujted mainly from 
the ranks of the indifferent, the lazy, 
or the bitterly necessitous, and so 
long will Mrs. X. be constantly adver. 
tising for a new servant, and Mrs. Y 
lamenting that “it is simply impos- 
sible nowadays, my dear, to get a ser- 
vant that one can really trust.” 


And Wisdom is justified of her 
children. 


ANXIOUS DAYS

It will be our own 
fault if the hard-working, intelligent 
‘people of the [West in possession of 
such resources as our country has, 
nae establish themselves in a 
position not’ perhaps of wealth but at 
least of comfort and security. 

We have on revious occasions 
pointed out to our readers, and we do 
so again now, that security is not 
nearly so commonplace a thing as we 
are inclined to think. We sometimes 
grumble because we are not wealthy 
and prosperous as in the boom days. 
It is an unworthy complaint in the 
“present condition of the world. All 
iover Europe and Asia men are ask- 
‘ing themselves not whether prosper- 
ity can be regained, but whether ex- 
istence can be secured, whether the 
whole fabric of their civilization ts 
not going to collapse about them. 
Vast sums invested out of hard-earn- 
ed savings in the government securi- 
ties of many European nations have 
simply disappeared with the depre- 
ciation of currencies and the loss of 
credit. Thousands of innocent people 
have been reduced to poverty as a re- 
1sult. Temporary prosperity obtained 
‘by currency inflation is being seen to 
be simply equivalent to living on cap- 
| ital instead of income and to be fol: 
lowed ‘by inevitable collapse. If 
credit fails, the whole elaborate struc- 
ture of modern industrial states will 
fall to pieces, and society will dis- 
solve into struggling units, in whom 
the primary instincts of self-preser. 
vation at all costs will assert them- 
selves. That has happened in a large 
part of Europe. It may happen in 
other parts also. Even in Great 
Britain, solid, and safe, and resistant 
to violent convulsions as it is, men 
‘are anxiously looking at the great num- 
bers of the unemployed, at the bad. 
jness of trade and the crushing taxa- 
tion, and asking what the outcome of 
it all can ‘be. It is hardly surprising 
that we here have some difficulties, 
or that the immediate future should 
present problems none too easy to 
solve. 

It may be that we shall have to go 
back to simpler standards of living. 
which does not necessarily mean low- 
er standards by any means. We may 
find that we must depend more on our. 
selvcs. and do more for ourselves than 
we have done in late years. The aver- 
age household of a generation 
lived a simpler life than that of to 
day, but it was not a less healthy or 
less happy life on that account. We 
do not mean that modern develop 
ments and inventions are not a bene: 
fit. They certainly are. What we 
‘mean is that we need not in any way 
despair because in the immediate fut 
ure we may not be able to avail our- 
selves of them as fully as we should 
like to do. For men of courage and 
energy there is always a way of 
overcoming difficulties. If every con- 
structive suggestion is welcomed and 
carefully considered; if every chance 
of helping one another is taken; if 
merely adverse criticism is kept 
down to the lowest possible limits, and 
expressed in as friendly a fashion as 
possible; then we can face our diffi- 
culties, such as they are, cheerfully 
and bravely, confident that we shall 
successfully overcome them, and 
that in Canada at any rate the convul- 
sions and terrors that are shaking the 
Old World will not be allowed to gain 
sway over us, 


EDITORIAL NOTES 


The British election is getting up to 
fever heat. The reports show that 
about 20,000 speakers air their views 
each day. That ought to teach the 
people a lesson. They will probably 
never demand another election. 


Several deaths have been caused in 
France from severe weather. Storms 
are sweeping over Eastern Canada 
and the United States. And we are 
just getting a touch of winter so far. 
With our clmate at its best we can 
laugh at any other country. 


The appellate court has just decid- 
ed in an important case that hospital 
charges added by a municipality to a 
ratepayer’s tax bill must not take 
precedence as a charge on the land 
to a mortgage previously given. We 
are glad to see the interpretation of 
the law to that effect. It only leaves 
cight charges accruing after the giv- 
ing of a mortgage that may take 
precedence to it. When the number is 
reduced to one, namely, taxes, the con- 
fidence of the investors will be restor- 
ed in Alberta. 


The University of Alberta gives the 
province an {mmense amount of the 
right kind of advertising. At the 
Chicago livestock exposition recently 
they had the first exhibit ever shown 
by a Canadian institute. And any 
time they make an exhibit it is among 
the prize winners or nearly so. There 
is some talk of the government cut- 
ting down the estimates with regard 
to the University.

(Experimental Farms Note) 

The availability of mineral matter 
for the proper nutrition of hogs is of 
vital importance, and the normal de: 
mand for such in the development of 
frame and also in the functioning of 
the vital processes is strikingly appar: , 
ent when such is lacking, more par, 
ticularly with young growing pigs and 
brood sows. 

The tack of an adequate calcium or | 
phosphorous supply is not immediate. | 
ly apparent, but after a more or less 
prolonged period such a deficiency 
will be manifested by a general debil- 
ity and lack of tone in the animal and 
this followed by decreased production. 

Of all classes of livestock hogs suf- 
fer more frequently because of thet 
inability to utilize bulky roughages, 
these roughages being a_ fruitful 
source from which to draw sufficient 
mineral constituents to maintain the 
body requirements. The cereal grains 
are low in calcium and unless this 
constituent is supplied from another 
source such a ration may be found 
unsatisfactory, if used exclusively. 
The addition of succulent feeds, such 
as roots, beet pulp, molasses, ete., and 
also leguminous roughages such as 


clover or alfalfa hay is necessary, be. , 
cause of the mineral content of these’ 
feeds, among other reasons, and such | 
cannot be too strongly advocated for: 


winter feeding and when 
crops are not available. Milk Dby- 
products rank high as sources of 
mineral matter and are a valuable 
supplement to the grain ration. 

Other sources of mineral matter 
such as bone meal, meat ineal, tank- 
age, ground limestone, rock phos:

more expensive but valuable sources 
unon which to draw. 

The exact amount of these last that 
should be supplied has not been defin- 
itely determined. With the object of

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B. C. TO REDUCE 
FARM TAXATION 


Victoria, B.C., November 30.—A re- 
duction of 50 percent. will be made 
on farm property taxation, but the 
tax on all other real property in Brit- 
ish Columbia will remain as it is, ac- 
cording to the policy of Hon. John 
Hyrt, minister of finance, as express- 
eu in his budget speech delivered in 
the legislature yesterday afternoon. 

The minister said that the personal 
property tax would be reduced to one 
half of one percent., or half of the 
present rate. 

It is proposed to place a tax of one 
half cent a gallon on fuel ofl, from 
which it {fs expected to recelve a 
revenune of $400,000 per annum. <A 
tax of 3 cents a gallon also will be 
pluced on gasoline. To compensate 
motorists for the increased tax on 
gasoline the government proposes to 
reduce motor license fees by 15 per 
cent. It is estimated that the gaso- 
line tax will provide a revenue of 
$100,000 a year. 


RED DFER FEDERAL 


tion Meets at Stettler 


The annual convention of the U.F.A. 
Association of the federal constituency 
of Red Deer was held in the town of 
Stettler on November 22 and 23. Due 
to the unprecedented rush of the sea- 
son it was found almost impossible to 
got the locals together before the con— 
vention was called, hence the number 
of elected delegates was small. This 
was compensated for, to some extent, 
by the number of visitors, and alto- 
gether the convention was voted a suc- 
cess, those present remarking that at 
no previous convention had there been 


so much that was worth while. Prac- 
tically all the business of the first fore- 
noon was the choosing of the com- 
mittees. The afternoon session was 
opened with prayer by Rev. Mr. Lyttle, 
the pastor of the church in which the 
gathering was held. Nominations for 
chairman resulted In the election of 
the President, Mrs. Leona R. Barritt, 
to be assisted by Mr. Cameron, M.P.P. 

In the course of the President's ad- 
dress, she raised the question of the 
“democracy” of the “closed door’ in 
politics and its effects upon the pro- 
vineial policy, contrasting the com- 
position of the Labor party of Great 
Britain. Some discussion of this point 
took place at the close. Other points 
touched on were Education, in which 
she denounced the 8th grade being the 
ideal forthe rural child; Canada's in- 
ternational relations, and the necessity 
of preparing for leadership, whether in 
government or the U.F.A., by a thor- 
ough study of Economics, History and 
Sociology. 

After the reading and adoption of the 
Secretary’s report, there were ad- 
dresses from the Federal member, Mr. 
Speakman, on the business of the last 
session, and Mr. Bevington on Credit 
and Banking. In the course of his very 
interesting address, Mr. Speakman 
stated that with a tariff of 35 per cent, 
and a sales tax of 6 per cent, $100 
worth of dry goods purchased from a 
manufacturer in the United States and 
coming into Canada becomes $332 to 
the consumer, the government receiv— 
ing $43, and the rest being lost in the 
channels of trade. Thus the 200 mil- 
lions raised in this way by the govern- 
ment costs the consumer 400 millions 
in taxation. I°or this reason he favors 
a direct tax as a method of raising 
revenue. The deficit on our National 
railways was 98 millions, but under the 
present capable management it was 
hoped that the railways may before 
long become © self-supporting. The 
primary industries of the country as 
shown by the value of their export 
products came in the following order— 
uagviculture, forests, minerals, fisheries, 

[xn other industries were secondary. 
Ile believed. he said, in a united Can- 
ada, but in order to maintain unity one 
occupation must be brought into 
equaiity with another, which was not 
true of agriculture at the present time. 
In two years over one billfon dollars 
was lost to farmers through the defla- 
tion in values of farm products. In 
this lies the seerct of the present in-

Protest Increased Rates 


Strong protest against the newly 
announced increase in harbor dues on 
grain cargoes at Vancouver harbor, 
which were raised from one cent a 
ton to ten cents a ton, has been made 
to the dominion government by Pre- 
mier Greenfield in behalf of the gov- 
ernment. The protest is against such 
a tremendous increase in the rates be- 
ing made at a time when the western 
route for grain is only beginning to be 
established, and against the increase 
being made without any representa- 
tion from the interests affected. Sim- 
ilar protests have been made by the 
boards of trade in the province. Pre. 
mier Greenfield has asked for the co- 
operation of the British Columbia gov- 
ernment in the protest. The govern- 
ment will shortly have a report from 
Cc. G. Groff, who was sent to Vancouv: 
er recently in place of A. Chard, who 
is ill, to investigate recent develop- 
ments in the matter of elevator loca- 
tions and the plans which are now on 
foot by certain interests to establish 
new locations. The investigation was 
carried on from the standpoint of the 
grain producer, who hitherto has not 
been represented in any decision with 
reference to elevator locations, nor in 
any report which has been made on 
the situation. 


here recently. This is the second 
shipment of cattle to Canada through 
the co-operation of the agricultural 
departments with sheep and swine 
breeders throughout the Dominion. 


T. K. Doherty, the Canadian Com- 
missioner in the International In- 
stitute of Agriculture, estimates Can- 
ada’s exportable wheat surplus this 
year at 300 million bushels, as 
against 150 millions from the United 
States, 110 from Argentina, 50 from 
Australia, and 15 from Russia. Can- 
ada, in fact, may be expected to 
supply nearly half the wheat ex- 
ports of the whole world—300 out of 
675 million bushels. 


E. W. Beatty, K.C., President of 
the Canadian Pacific Railway, speak- 
ing at important centres on his re- 
cent extensive tour through the 
Canadian West, sounded a note of 
optimism, declaring that the gen- 
eral improvement in Canadian busi- 
ness conditions rendered an ac- 
companying growing pessimism en- 
tirely unjustifiable. Stressing the 
need for a vigorous, intensive im- 
migration policy by the govern- 
ment, he put forward as suggestions 
that the department of immigration 
and colonization should issue a gen- 
era] invitation through Great Britain, 
the United States and certain Euro- 
pean countries, for settlers, and 
that greater advantage should be 
taken of the favorable policies to- 
wards emigration to Canada adopted 
by the governments of Great Britain 
and other countries. 


Represents Alberta Depositors 


The Alberta government has named 
A. G. Browning, of Hamilton, formerly 
deputy attorney general of Alberta, 
to represent the Alberta depositors of 
the Home Bank in any action whicn 
may be taken respecting the various 
interests in that now defunct banking 
institution. Mr. Browning, who is 
now engaged in brokerage business in 
Hamilton, was for some years deputy 
attorney general, and official guardian 
with the Alberta government. 


Extracting Oil from Tar Sands 


Methods in use in Europe for the 
extraction of oil from tar sands, may 
be applied to the tar sand deposits in 
Alberta. These methods have been 
reported upon to the departmeni of 
the interior at Ottawa by Dr. Cam. 
sell, who states that the methods used 
in France and Germany have been ap- 
plied profitably. 


Most extraordinary yields of grain 
are reported from the Provincial 
School of Agriculture at Olds, Al- 
berta. On a one-acre pateh 105 
bushels of Marquis wheat were 
threshed, which is believed to be a 
record for this crop, exceeding the 
82 bushel yield of Seager Wheeler, 
which was previously considered un- 
surpassable. From an acre seeded to 
oats, 205 bushels were threshed. 
Barley similarly yielded exception- 
ally. On a field of 27 acres an aver- 
age of 70 bushels to the acre was 
secured, whilst on another, 10 acres 
of a different variety, a yield of 80 
bushels to the acre was recorded. 


Auto Licenses Increase 


For the first time in the history of 
the province the number of auto 
licenses {issued has passed the 40,000 
mark. Receipts from this source now 
total $733,000 to date, the amount re- 
ceived last year being $718,000. Rev- 
enue from the gasoline tax is al- 
ready $206,000, and is expected to 
reach the estimate for the full year 
of $230,000.
